HOW BABCOCK PUTS IT. 


Says the Republicans Will Have a 
Clear Majority in the House. 

Washington, November 5.—There is no 
question in the mind of J. W. Babcock, the 
chairman of the republican congressional 
committee, that in the elections tomorrow 
the republicans will carry 183 out of the 
356 congressional districts, and possibly 
thirty-five more. Apropos of this belief, 
Mr. Babcock today telegraphed L. R. Aps- 
ley, the vice chairman of the republican 
congressional committee, at Hudson, Mass., 
as follows: 

‘“T have late information from all states 
and close congressional districts and, with- 
out a single exception, these reports show 
large republican gains, and from the latest 
advices I figure upon 183 districts that will 
elect republicans beyond any question, and 
thirty-five in which we have more than an 
even chance to elect.

Two small! children,.a boy aged eight and 
a girl aged six, were murdered and their 
bodies thrown umer a brush pile and then 
a@ fire started to consume the brush and 
thus blot out the dastardly crime of the 
human brutes. 

It is evident, however, that the murder 
of the children was simply an effort to 
cover up a crime much more terrible in its 
real import. Physicians who ahve examin- 
ed the remains of the little girl declare 
there is unquestionable evidence that the 
little girl was brutally treated before being 
murdered. The parents of the little chil- 
dren, Samuel Good and wife, reside about 
two miles north of the town, Mr. Good 
being a well-to-do farmer. The children 
left home quite early Sunday morning to 
visit a neighbor. They remained away all 
day and when darkness came they had 
not returned. At first the parents were 
not much alarmed; as it was raining some, 
and they thought perhaps the children in- 
tended waiting for the rain to cease before 
returning home, but as the hours passed 


became alarmed and notified the neighbors. 
A searching party was kept up all night 
looking for the children. Some twenty de- 
termined men searched the neighborhood, 
but the night wore away and still no tidings 
of the lost ones. 
A Sickening Sight. 
Late this morning, however, the children 


terrible and sickening one. Their discovery 
brought to light the most awful crime of 
which the mind can conceive. The twe 
bodies were found in a brush heap. The 
little boy’s throat was cut from ear to 
sar and his clother and body were literally. 
steeped in his own blood. The little girl's 
head was cut off and she was disembowel- 
ed. There were.two deep, ugly gashes from 
the ribs to the groin.. From all appear- 
ances thé dreadful. crime had .been com- 
mitted with an ax or some other equally 
unwieldly and blunt instrument. An at- 
tempt had been made to burn the brush 


the flames before much progress had been 
made. 

An examination of the bodies disclosed 
most brutal consequences, and the natural 
inference was that the murder had been 
committed to cover up that crime, as the 
original one, and the bodies fired, thus 
hoping to destroy all evidences. Many 
think the girl was first waylaid and the 
boy possibly coming along discovered the 
crime, when it was. resolved to murder 
him also to destroy all evidence or chance 
of detection. 

No Clue Yet. 

Two theories are advanced, one that the 
crime was the work of tramps, and the 
other that it was the work of local toughs. 
Two vicious looking tramps were seen in 
the vicinity yesterday.. Sheriff Staley has 
wired to all points with a hope of securing 
some clue. Never was a community so 
thoroughly aroused, and if the murderers 
are intercepted no jail will prevent their 
swift and terrible punishment. The com- 
munity demands it and nothing else would 
suffice. A young man named Hart has 
been arrested, supposed to be in some way 
connected with the murder of the Good 
children, though search of his clothing 
reveals nothing. The bodies are now lying 
at the local undertaking establishment, 
where they will be arranged as well as 
possible before allowing the agonized pa- 
rents to see them.

FIGHTING NEAR PORT ARTHUR. 


ebsites Stendily Pressing Forward. 
Capture of Kinchow. 

Yokohama, November 5.—Advices received 
here from the front show that there has 
been heavy fighting in the country just 
north of Port Arthur. The dispatches re- 
ceived are brief and silent on some impor- 
tant points. 

It appears that Field Marshal Oyama di- 
vided his forces. While one division was 
landed on the east coast of the peninsular, 
north of Talienwan, another division was 
detached with orders to effect a janding 
near Kinchow and to proceed thence end 
join.the mam body of the army. This op- 
eration was a complete success. The Japa- 
nese encountere@ no Chinese warships and 
the transports reached Kayeneko and dis- 
embarked their troops, guns, horses and 
munitions séfely. 

Kinchow, which is a walled town, and 
which was believed to be held by a large 
garrison, was immediately attacked. The 
o.ter defenses were carried by the Japanese 
after a few hours’ fighting. The Chinese 
made little further resistance and the Japa- 
nese were soon masters of the piace. 

In the meantime, the Japanese fleet, 
which had ecnveyed the transports, opened 
a heavy fire on Talienwan and Kayenko. 
The firing scarcely ceased for many hours. 
Covered by the fire from the ships, the land 
force attacked and captured Talienwan in 
a brilliant fashion. 

The dispatches state that the losses were 
heavy. They also mention that an impor- 
tant naval engagement occurred Saturday, 
but gives no details. 

Suing for Peace. 

London, November 5.—The Daily News 
has information that China is suing for 
peace—in fact, has instructed her envoys in 
Europe to submit to the powers the terms 
which she is willing to offer. It is a formal 
renewal or repetition, on a larger scale, of 
the overtures made to the Britigh govern- 
ment a month ago. The News expresses 
again its approval of Lord Rosebery’s ef- 
fort for joint intervention and speaks regret- 
fully of the reluctance of the powers to see 
the matter in the same light. 

“No European government,” it says, “‘can 
desire to see that disastrous conflict pro- 
longed. Even the United States, despite the 
Monroe doctrine, must be concerhed for the 
regularity and security of their trade with 
Japan. Sooner or later—and better sooner 
than later—there must be an international 
settlement. It will be difficult to contend 
that interference will be premature now.” 

China Tired of It. 

London, November 5.—The Central News 
says: ‘‘There is reason to believe that the 
Chinese have resolved to formally ask the 
powers who have interests at stake to stop 
the war. The Chinese minister 1s said to 
have communicated the request to the for- 
eign office in Londén this afternoon.

Incendiarism Attacks the Cotton Fleet 
Of Savannah 


SEVEN: VESSELS Sf ON FIRb 


Each Breaking Out at Intervals of 
an Hour. 


INCENDIARISM THE SUPPOSED CAUSE 


The Longsboremen’s Quarrels Believed to 
Purnish the Clue to the Crimes. 
The Damage Done. 


Savannah, Ga., November 5.—(Special.)— 
Fire broke out tonight almost simulitane- 
ously in six of the British cotton ships ia 
port. 

At midnight the seventh ship was reported 
on fire. 

The alarm first called the department to 
the British steamship Skidby. The fire 
broke out about 6:30.o’clock in the No. % 
hold, where there were fully 2,600 bales, 
all of which were more or less damaged. 
The bales were rapidly pulled out and put 
on lighters. 

It was not fifteen minutes later when the 
firemen were called to the steamship Bal- 
timore City, (British) at the Savannah, 
Florida and Western wharf, about two 
miles from where the Skidby was tied up 
at the Central wharf. The fire was found 
in the fore hold of the Baltimore City, 
where it was soon put out with a damage to 
about 100 bales. 

The Third Alarm Given. 

The fire on the Baltimore City had not 
been discovered a minute. before an alarm 
was given from the British steamship Cas- 
tiegarth, which was tied alongside the Bai- 
timore City, and here fire was discovered 
in three holds. There were 4,500 bales on 
this steamer, and about 500 of them were 
damaged by fire and water. 

Shortly after the firemen got to work on 
the Castlegarth fire was discovered in the 
British steamer Stag, at the Gordon wharf, 
about half a mile from the Baltimore City. 
This fire was discovered in the bunker, and 
before it was under way there it broke out 
in hold No. 1, and then in hold No. 4 In 
this hold was found some phosphorus, 
which gives a clue, it is believed, te the 
origin of the fires. 

The Fifth Vessel Fired. 

A few minutes later an alarm was sound- 
ed for fire on the Delgarth, a British steam- 
er at the Central wharf, half-a mile from 
any of the other steamers. The fire on the 
Delgarth damaged about 400 bales, and was 
discovered about the same time in two 
holds. aa 4 

The Petunia was the sixth te give the 
alarm, and it is lying near the Delgarth. 
The damage on this ship was to about 200

The intention of exposing the body in L/i- 
vadia yesterday was abandoned because 
the process of embalming it had mot been 
finished. It is said to have been, necessary 
to summon more embalmers from Moscow 
and Charkoff. When ready, the body will 
be placed in the chapel at Livadia. 

There are rumors of a police order to 
close the yodka shops in towns along the 
route of the funeral train, and its enforce- 
ment is said to have caused serious trou- 
ble in several districts. The truth of these 
rumors cannot be ascertained. 

The goldsmiths of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow are receiving innumerable’ orders 
for gold and silver memorial crowns and 
crosses. General Vannowski, minister of 
war, and an officer under the late czar at 
the capture of Rustc , has ordered a sil- 
ver crown twenty-fo inches in diameter. 
The inscriptfon is to be, “To the chief of 
the army of Rustchuk, from the chief of 
his staff.” Vannowski has obtained per- 
mission to place his crown on the emperor’s 
coffin.

Up to last spring the cotton ships were 
loaded here by union labor. This season, 
however, the ship brokers substituted non- 
union labor, and have been progressing in 
the work with satisfaction. There was an 
outbreak among the union and non-union 
men ebout two months ago, in which two 
or three men were wounded, but since thea 
there has been no trouble of any conse- 
quence. Tonight’s fires, however, indicate 
that the trouble is mot over yet. The ship 
brokers and underwryfers are all agreed 
that the fires are of incendiary origin, and 
the fact that they broke out in half a dozen 
places within an hour of each other, seems 
to indicate that such was the case. The 
discovery of phosphorus on the Stag is a 
further evidence that the work is that of in- 
cendiaries. About a week ago some thirty 
or forty of the union longshoresmen an- 
nounced that they had left the union, and 
they were employed by the ship brokers’ 


, agents as headers with the gangs at work 


on the steamers. These men have been 
workifig quietly and no trouble was antici- 
pated from them. Lut conclusions have 
been drawn by the shippers and underwrit- 
ers that these men have been the cause of 
the trouble. The fires now are about all 
out, though there are many smouldering 
bales of cotton still on the wharves and 
lighters where the ships are lying. 
The Damage Estimated. 

The damage is roughly estimated tonight 
at between $60,000 and $74,000.

Indeed that 
work has already been begun, and two bills 
bearing upon the subject were introduced 
in the house yesterday. These bills repre- 
sent two Meas, or theories, as to the proper 
use Of the coavicted criminals of the state. 
The first, by their employment upon a 
creat farm and the second by their em- 
ployment in developing the road system of 
the state, giving the different counties good 
roaus. 

The first idea is advanced by Major Hous- 
one. of the representatives of DeKalb 
county, amd the second is by Bennett, of 
Warne, .

Major Houston's Idea. 

Major Houston’s bill provides for a com- 
mssion consisting of the governor, attorney 
general and five competent and practical 
members of the general assembly, two se- 
lected by the president of the senate and 
three by the speaker of the house who shall 
purchase for the state not less than four 
thousand acres and not more than ten thou- 
sand acres of land suitable for the produc- 
tion of sea island cotton and other staple 
products, In the purchase, these gentlemen 
aro to act as a commission for the state, 
and it is made their duty +o visit the differ- 
ent sites. For this work they shall receive 
‘heir necessary traveling expenses and $5 a 
day for their services while actually engag- 
ed. After the purchase is made they shall 
constitute a board of control, and it is 
;}10vided that no purchase_of land shall be 
concluded until the governor certifies that 
the price agreed upon is reasonable and the 

attorney genera] pronounces that the titles 
are perfect. 

The board of control shall cause to be re- 
moved, after the expiration of the present 
lease, all the convicts or so many as may 
be profitably employed, to the land purchas- 
ed as the game shall oe in proper condition 
for their reception. The board shall erect 
the necessary buildings for the safe keep- 
ing and convenient working of the con- 
viets, and may establish and carry on, in 
connection with the farm or farms, such 
industrial enterprises as may be deemed ad- 
visable, and may buy the stock, tools, im- 
piements-eand equipments necessary to car- 
ry on the work mentioned. The board, so 
far as advantageous, may employ the con- 
victs in making wagons, agricultural im- 
plements, gearing, etc., necessary to said 
farm or farms, and in making shoes, cloth- 
ing and other articles for the convicts. 

Should the board determine that all the 
convicts cannot be profitably worked on this 
farm and in the industrial pursuits connect- 
ej therewith, they are authorized to em- 
ploy such convicts as cannot be used in 
such manner not prohibited by the constitu- 
tion as may be deemed most advisable, and 
to the best interests of the staic, but shall 
never part with their control or manage- 
ment. The board, with the assistance of. 
the penitentiary physicians, shal] classify 
and separate the convicts according to con- 
ditions, sexes and fitness for different kinds 
of laber, and shall institute methods and 
rules for reformation, and should it be 
ceemed expedient, they shall cause to be 
removed from said farm or farms all con- 
victs who prove incorrigible and unfit for 
assoctation with such convicts as are mor- 
ally inelined and disposed to reformation, 
and for the separate employment of the in- 
corrigible, the board shall pro for close 
conffnmement at hard labor at sdéme point 
within the state, where granite and stone 
can be secured for the production of build- 
ing material, paving stone, crushed rock 
and other product from stone for the im- 
provement of the public roads of the state. 
The proceeds of the sale of all products 
shall go for the suppor! and maintenance 
of the penitentiary. 

The bill provides that $125,000, or so much 
Qs May be necessary, be eppropriated to 
be disbursed on the warrant of the govérn- 
or, drawn on the requisition of the board of 
control, but no more than %3,000 shall be 
used to pay the expenses and per diem of 
ee 

Mr. Bennett's Bill. 

Mr. Bennets’s bill advocates the road idea 
and begins with che provision, that after 
the expiration of the lease, ail felony con- 
victs shal! be worked upon the public roads 
of the state. : 

l'mder the provisions of the bill, each sen- 
2torial district is made a road district. and 
there is created a road comnuission consist- 
ing of one member from each county to be 
appointed by the judge of the superior court 
upon recommendation of the grand jury, 
each county appointing its own member. 
The members of the commission are to be 
men who, in the opinion of the grand jury, 
are the best qualified for the superintenden- 
cy of the working of public roads. 

To this commission is given the authority 
of appointing a chief overseer of roads who 
stall have charge of and work the con- 
victs in his district on the public roads 
under and by direction of the road commis. 
sicn. The commission, of course, has power 
to erect the necessary camps. The commis- 
sions are given authority to make rules and 
regulations for the management, control 
and discipline of the convicts which shall be

tention of this act to equalize the work in 
the ‘respective counties in proportion to 
the amount of mé@neyj raised by each 
eounty. 

Under the bill the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary shall have the same super- 
vision of convicts that he has under ex- 
isting laws, and it is provided that all 
convicts whose terms shall have not ex- 
pired at the expiration of the lease shall be 
turned. over by the principal keeper to the 
different. road overseers as provided in the 
cases of new convicts. 

There is in this bill, 
reformatory idea. Under its provisions the 
commissioners shall, in their discretion, 
purchase as near the center as practical of 
their respective districts a farm, and that 
such products shall be cultivated on this 
farm as will best aid in the support and 
maintenance of the convict. On this all 
the old and infirm convicts, all: female con- 
victs and all juvenile convicts under the 
age of sixteen shall be worked. “It being 
the intention of this provision to fun a 
farm to aid in the support of the cohvicts 
and also to have a place where the ‘juve- 
nile convicts may be worked without com- 
ing in direct contact with the hardened 
criminals of the state,’’ as the bill puts it. 

In both of theajge bills it will be noticed 
that the idea of separating the hardened 
criminals from the young is prominent.

An Iasue of State Notes. 


Mr. Anderson, of Jones county, intro- 
duced in the house yesterday a resolution 
which created considerable talk. 

It provides for the issvance by the state 
of $500,000 of state currency—-or rather that 
a bill looking to such issuance be prepared 
bythe finahce committee. 

The reselution reads as follows: 

*‘Resolved, That the committee on finance 
is hereby instructed to formulate and 
bring before this house a bill providing for 
issuing state bank notes of: currency to 


sion purposes, complying to the national 
law with regard to the 10 per cent tax upon 
state bank issues, at the same time basing 
the. proposed issue of state currency upon 
safe, sound principles of protection and 
final redemption in gen currency; ‘pro- 
vided, after a careful investigation on a 
business basis and a comparison of the 10 
per cent nationaf tax (paid only once) with 
the annual payment of 4 to 6 per cent in- 
terest, paid, upon bonds; such a measure is 
‘found to be practical and beneficial to the 
state.’ 


Providing Penalties for Felonies. 

In the last legislature Judge John I. Hail, 
who represented Spalding county during the 
first session, introduced a bill revising the 
penalties provided for felony cases—a 
change which is generally conceded to be 
necessary. The house passed the bill and 
it went to the senate. There the general 
judiciary committce of the senate reported 
a substitute drawn by Senator Jenkins, 
whieh was very much simpler in its word- 
ing. The senate passed this, but the house 
refused to concur and neither. bill, there- 
fore, became a law. 

At this session Colonel Harrison, the 
member from Quitman, introduged the 
same bill as thet of Mr. Hall and yester- 
day Mr. Jenkins introduced the bill which 
was the senate subsfitute. 

“I believe,’’ said Mr. Jenkins, ‘‘that my 
bill is very much simpler and provides ex- 
actly what he wants, reaching the same 
end exactly as the other bill. The bill has 
been submitted to the judges of the su- 
preme court, who say that §& covers the 
ground fully, and I think it a good meéas- 
ure and should pass.’’ ‘

Constitutional Convention, 

Mr. Hodges, of Bibb, introduced a bill 
in the house providing for a holding of the 
constitutional convention. He also intro- 
duced two bills providing for the payment 
of the Hayes and Scott bonds, the same 
which passed the house at the last session, 
but failed to pass the senate. 

Mr. Branch’'s resolution concerning the 
action of the governors in paying special 
fees to the attorney general for work done 
in the United States superior court was 
tabled by the house, the author of the 
resolution being absent. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, introduced a joint 
resolution providing for a committee of 
three from the senate and five from the 
house on consolidating the elections and 
Speaker Ficming appointed as the house 
members of that committee Messrs. Wright, 
Harrell, Howell, Worley and Taylor. 

A. resolution of Mr. McDonald, which 
went to the committee on rules, provides 
that after today the nouse assemble at 9 
o’clock a. m., sun time, and close its ses- 
sion at 1 o’chock p. m., sun time. 

A resolution providing that Colonel J. 
Troup Taylor index the house and senate 
journals, paying $150 for the work, was 
introduced by Mr. Boifeuillet and went to 
the committee on finance. 

The legislature will not meet until 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon. The formal elec- 
tion of Hon. Patrick Walsh and Hon. A.

THE LEGISLATURE IN MACON, 


That was a delightful trip the members 
of the legislature and the city council took 
to Macon to visit the Dixie fair on Satur- 
day. 

The party went over on a special train 
as the guests of the Central railroad, and-in 
charge of clever Sam Webb. traveling pas- 
senger.agent of the Central. The train 
landed the party directly in the fair 
grounds. Though the special returrféd at 11 
o’clock Saturday evening, fully one-half of 
the party found Macon and the fair so 
attractive that they did not return until 
yesterday. 


At the grounds the legislative party was 
riven a rousing reception -by the officers of 
the fair association and the mayor and 
councilmen of Macon. Bands were playing, 
the people were cheering and two pretty 
little cannons belched forth ninety-three 
rounds of salute—indicative of the number 
of votes Major Bacon received for senator 
on the first ballot of the caucus. 

Major Bacon went over with the special 
party from Atlanta. While he and Colonel 
John Boilfeuillet were, in a measure, in 
charge of.the party, the generous reception 
given to Major Bacon by the citizens of his 
home town showed their love for him and 
the pride they took in his election. It was 
equally as warm as the reception given to 
the men who chose him from all in the 
state to elevate to the United States sen- 
ate. 


Upon the arrival of the legislative party 
they were conducted in an informal way to 
the band stand in the center of the grounds, 
where Judge J. L. Hardeman delivered a 
brief but hearty address of welcome. Ow- 
ing to the fact that neither President Vena- 
ble nor Speaker Fleming were present, the 
Jegislators present selected Captain Evan 
P. Howell to respond for the legislature to 
the welcome of Judge Hardeman. Captain 
Howell was introduced to the audience by 
Mr., Boifeuillet, and delivered a brief but 
appropriate response. Then Mayor Horne, 
of Macon, introduced Mayor Goodwin, of 
Atlanta, who, in a short address, thanked 
the Maconites for their generous welcome, 
Adjutant General Kell, as the representa- 
tive of the governor, also delivered -a brief 
response to the welcoming speeches from 
the Maconites. 

But the speech-making was brief. The 
legislators and councilmen went to Macon 
to see the fair and enjoy themselves. They 
did that very thing by a large majority. 
The fair people simply turned over the 
grounds and buildings to them. They were 
the guests of honon They. had the keys to 


everything and they saw everything. 


It is a fair worth seeing, too. It is the 
best show of the period in Georgia. In 
view of the hard times under which the 
south has labored in recent years it is per- 
fectly wonderful what a magnificent show 
Macon has gotten up. The newspapers— 
not even those of Macon—have done it jus- 
tice. It is a grand exposition with more 
featues of amusement than have ever been 
gathered together in any southern or at 
any exposition afiywhere in this country ex- 
cept the world’s fair. There are instructive 
and amusing faatures galore. The exposi- 
tion proper contains the best collection of 
Georgia’s resources ever exhibited in the 
state, 


The legislators and counciimen took in 
everything that was to be seen. They were 
under good chaperonage, however, and were 
not permitted to lose any of their hard- 
earned salaries on the horse races. 

They were carried through the Midway 
plaisance, where they saw the Irish village, 
a street in Cairo, the Persian dancers, the 
hula-hulas from Hawaii, und lots of other 
strange things. They were lunched at the 
grounds:-and sumptuously banqueted at the 
Brown house, after which they saw the 
“Last Days of Pompeii’ exhibited on a 
grand scale. At this they saw the most tu- 
dicrous of all the sights. 

Governor Atkinson was expected and his 
picture had been prepared in fireworks. 
When he did not come, Manager Price, of 
the fireworks display, was instructed to 
make a fireworks picture of Senator Bacon. 
It was too late to do so, but to satisfy the 
demand he trimmed off the curls of the hair 
of the Atkinson portrait, labelled it “Sena- 
tor Bacon” and lighted the fuse. Off it 
went, but even though the puffy curls were 
not there the audience recognized the gov- 
ernor, notwithstanding the label. 


The fair will continue several days longer. 
It is a splendid show, and should be seen 
by every one who can possibiy do so.

“Populism” in Banking. 

In discussing the Baltimore bank plan 
recently, we inquired as to the advan- 
tage the peaple would gain by exchang- 
ing the legal tender treasury notes, guar- 
anteed by the credit and good faith of 
the government, for bank notes which, 
in an emergency, would be of very 
doubtful value indeed. The New York 
Evening Post quotes this inquiry and 
says: 

This shows that the editor of The Consti- 
tution has not read the Baltimore plan, 
since it provides that the government shall 
redeem the notes of all failed banks “out 
of the guarantee fund, if it shall be suffi- 
cient, and if not sufficient then out’of any 
money in the treasury.’ How can a 
currency be of doubtful value when the. 
game government is pledged for its re- 
demption as for the redemption of the 
greenbacks It strikes us that the bank 
notes ought to be the better of the two, 
since they have the assets of the banks 
as security in addition to the pledge of 
the government. 

In puint ot fact, we had the Balti- 
more plan before us and had carefully 
noted every feature of it from beginning 
to end. The inquiry was made for the 
very purpose which, in the case of The 
Post, it has partly accomplished—of de- 
veloping just how far certain newspa- 
pers that have been sneering at “popu- 
lism in finance,’ and at “fiat money 
theories,” would go in supporting a 
scheme which combines, in essence and 
substance, the very demands and theo- 
ries that have been sneered at and de-: 
nounced by The Evening Post. 

Perhaps it is the editor of The Post 
who has not carefully studied the Bal- 
timore plan, otherwise he could hardly 
misconstrue the nature of it. The bank- 
ers of the United States come forward 
and ask the government of the United 
States to guarantee their notes of credit. 
In its essence, this request or demand 
is not greatly different from the sub- 
treasury plan of the populists.. The 
Constitution opposed the one, and it 
will have to oppose the other—and for 
precisely the same reason. The goy- 
— of the United States has no 

re business to lend its credit to the 
bankers than it had to lend its credit 
to the farmers. The bank scheme is as 
populistic as the subtreasury scheme, 
and both are undemocratic and danger- 
ous. 

If we remember correctly, The Bven- 
ing Post and other newspapers of its 
peculiar proclivities not only denounced 
the subtreasury plan as “anarchistic.” 
as they had formerly denounced the 
greenback movement as “fiatism,” but 
declare that free coinage itself would 
be wrong since it would increase the 
profits of a class—the silver miners. But 
now when the bankers—another class— 
come forward and ask the governmertt 
to guarantee their notes of credit, The 
Evening Post rushes forward and’ em:- 
braces the plan, and. has nothing what- 
ever to say about “anarchy,” or “fiat- 
ism,” or “populism.” 

The bankers are business men, and 

have a very keen eye for the main 
chance. No one can blame them for 
urging the adoption of the Baltimore 
plan. Like other business men they 
have their own interests to look after, 
and we shall not criticise them in any 
manner for endorsing a scheme that is 
wholly in their favor and to their profit 
as a class. But we do not understand 
how it is that newspapers and finan- 
ciers who have been declaiming 
against “fiatism” and “‘populistic ideas” 
and “class legislation” can consistently 
arge and promote such a scheme. As a 
matter of course the banks are anxious 
to get the job of managing and controll- 
Ing a currency based on the credit of’ 
the government, and they naturally en. 
dorse a scheme that has been invented 
by one of their number with that pur- 
poge ve ve But that is certainly no 
3 pg - = sonta on and the people 
Pi — eit app «Se aysmntey it.

' Qstens'bly this new currency is to We 
based on the paid-up, unimpaired capital 
of the banks of issue, but really, it is to 
be based on the credit of the govern- 
ment. So far as the public is con- 
cerned the “paid-up, unimpaired capi- 
tal” of the banks will not amount to a 
row of pins. The people will not know 
whether it is gold, national bank. notes, 
greenbacks, bonds or mortgages. They 
would simply know, that the credit of 
their government is behind the notes, 
and that fiat would give the new cur- 
rency all its efficacy. . 

But if the new notes are to be re- 
deemable in gold, why do the banks 
want to surrender their traditional oppo- 
sition to fiatism and employ the credit 
of the government? Why should they 
give away their whole case, and sur-. 
render their whole policy? We admit 
that they would gain great advantages 
under the proposed plan, but when the 
plan fails, as it undoubtedly will fail, 
what answer will they make to fiat 
money arguments, and arguments in 
favor of farming out the credit of the 
government for the benefit of certain 
classes? These are matters for serious 
reflection. 

The Evening Post says that “The Con- 
stitution sneers at the suggestion that 
bank notes should be based on credit.” 
We do not sneer at it at all. We are 
simply desirous of expressing our as- 
tonishment that the suggestion should 
come from a newspaper which, like The 
Evening Post. has been making the air 
thick with cries for “sound money,” 
“honest dollars” and the like. But our 
surprise takes the shape of amusement 
when we see The Post lustily urging a 
bank plan that is of near kin to the 
subtreasury scheme of the populists— 
when we see The Post endorsing’ fiat 
money that the banks want the job of 
managing. 

Our New York contemporary says that 
“the trouble with The Constitution: is 
that it discerns in the Br timore plan 
an antidote for the silver craze.” It 
may suit the purposes of The Evening 
Post to say this, and even to believe it. 
But the real trouble is that we discern 
in the Baltimore plan a scheme that 
has no advantages in reason or com- 
mon sense over the subtreasury plan of 
the populists, and that is something 
more than a quasi endorsement of fiat- 
ism. 

For the rest. The Constitution does 
not believe that the credit of the gov- 
ernment should be farmed out in the

Mistaken Kentucky Negroes. 

The negroes of Louisville appointed 
last Sunday as a day of prayer in the 
colored churches for the overthrow of 
the democratic party. 

The Courier-Journal characterizes it 
as an extraordinary proceeding and 
SAYS: 

The democratic party has been the domi- 
nant party in this state since soon after 
the war, and the negroes owe to it the lib- 
eral and progressive treatment they have 
always been accorded.

He has the 
Same protection accorded life, liberty and 
property. All that he has received at the 
hands of‘the law has been given him by 
‘the democratic party. White republicans 
are a mere handful in Louisville and on 
democrats the negro must depend even for 
his employment. What reason has he, then, 
without convictions of his own, to antago- 
nize them? What shadow of a pretext to 
undertake a religious movement against 
them? 

vur conteinporary’s remarks apply to 
the negroes of every southern state. A 
religious crusade to excite the partisan 
prejudices of the colored race will cause 
the whites to turn against them where- 
ever it is tried. Fortunately, in Geor- 
gia our colored citizens are too sensi- 
ble to engage in such a movement. 
Every year they are drifting more and 
more into the democratic party, and 
through that party they are obtaining 
all the rights and -benefits that they 
could reasonably desire. 


A Sensational Story. 

The New York papers print. a sensa- 
tional story to the effect that a gang of 
counterfeiters entered into a plot last 
summer to kidnap Mr. George Gould 
while he was on his way to his hunting 
lodge inthe Catskills, and hold him 
until they could force him to pay 
$100,000 for lis ransom.

cities are not built to stand these vio 
lent disturbances, and even a ‘moderate

These occasional readjustments of the 
earth’s surface prevent cities from 
growing too large and with periodical 
epidemics they prevent countries from 
becoming too thickly populated. Cen- 
turies hence many of our coast cities 
may be under water, and tourists from 
remote quarters of the globe may study 
the ruins of some of our large interior 
towns, and make the discovery that 
generations before they were born the 
great inland lakes of the north and west 
had disappeared to be- replacéd by 
others of equal size in the southern 
states. 

Such a remarkable transformation of 
our continent would not be more re- 
markable than some changes in the 
past which have been noted by geolo- 
gists and geographers. If we go back 
thousands of years the record shows 
that where we now have continents, 
oceans once rolled in their wild majesty, 
and where we now find oceans fair con- 
tinents once supported great nations 
and populous cities.

Today he will be at home in Americus to 
yote, and tonight he will be up receiving the 
election retufne which The Constitution 
will wire to Americus as rapidly as it gets 
them, And, by the way, The Constitution 
has arranged with its special correspon- 
dents in the principal cities of every state 
in che union to get the very first news. Un. 
less there be unexpected delays The Con- 
stitution Will be able to give in tomorrow’s 
issue a complete lst of the representatives 
in the next congress. 

Speaker Crisp expressed himself yesterday 
morning in more confident tones than last 
week when here. He believes that Hill 
should win in New York's election today, 
and he expressed himself as blieving that 
the democrats will hold their own in the 
congressional districts of New York, with 
a possibility of gaining one member. 

During the few hours he spent in New 
York and in Washington he saw many of 
the party leaders who expressed confidence 
that the democrats would carry the next 
house by a small majority. He takes very 
little stock in the talk’ that the populists 
will held the balance of pewer in the next 
rouse. The campaign managers in Wash- 
‘on de not count upon the populists hav- 


nave in the present one. However, 
Speaker Crisp would make no predictions. 
He simply expressed himse:f as believing 
thet the democrats will elect a majority of 
‘ne house of representatives in today’s ele¢- 
tion. 


As a matter of fact the best information 
from the doubtful and close states and dis- 
tricts, when consolidated, shows that in 
taday’s election the democrats should carry, 


at the lowest, 185 districts. This would 
make 2 democratic majority of 12 over the 
republicans and populists in the next house.

If Hill wins in New: York it will be the 
greatest political victory of the century.

But Hill 
took the nomination ag a duty to the party, 
though there was a large wing which had 
sluffed off. He failed to recover this wing.

Now, as to Georgia. There are dissatis- 
fied democrats right here who were pre- 
dicting yesterday that Georgia would elect 
several {populist congressmen today. Such 
a thing is possible, but not probable. The 
districts in which they are fighting hardest 
are the fourth, seventh, ninth and tenth. 
They can do nothing in the seventh. Judge 
Maddox is.sure of re-election by a large 
majority over Dr. Felton, and in the ninth, 
Carter Tate will defeat Newt Twitty by a 
good round majority.

to have the case advanced and Colonel 
Hamilton agreeing to go on to Washington 
and attend to it if his expenses were paid. 
The legislature was in session at the time 
and the attorney general could not well 
leave, and as Colonel Hamilton had ben 
connected with the case throughout, the 
governor was glad to have him go on to 
Washington.

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JOE COFFEY IN JAIL 


One of the Most Desperate Men in North 
Georgia Jailed in Gainesville. 


DETECTIVE CRIM GOT THE DROP ON HIM 


He Is Charged with Arson, and the People 
« Around and io Lula Are Delighted 
Because He Is in Jail. 


Joe Coffey, a brother of John Coffey, the 
man who was shot to pieces by Marshal 
Hayne, of Gainesville, is now in jail in 
Gainesville awaiting a trial for arson. 

Coffey is one of the most dangerous men 
in that section of the state, and had the 
entire section of north Georgia terrorized. 
No one in that section was willing to at- 
tempt his arrest, and though the evidence 
against him was almost conclusive, he was 
allowed to come and go about Lula with a 
freedom astonishing to all. 

Several days ago the people of Lula, near- 
ly one-half of the town having been fired 
at various times, deterrhined to have Cof- 
feq arrested. They were all in constant 
dread of some midnight visit from the man 
who always traveled at night with a torch 
in his hand, and a week ago sent for De- 
tective Crim, of Atlanta. The detective 
paid a visit to the mountains and from 
the people secured the evidence they had 
upon which to base the charge of arson. 
Warrants were then sworn out, and De- 
tective Crim started for the haunts and 
home of Coffey. He was advised of the des- 
perate character of the man, and told of 
John Coffey, the brother, who was but a 
mild person when compared with the 
younger brother. Captain Crim thought 
afraid of nothing, went about his mission 
cautiously, and during the day walked upon 
Coffey at work in a corn field. The captain 
took no chances with his prisoner but got 
the drop as he came up. Coffey was sur- 
prised, and found it impossible to make a 
move so thoroughly was he covered. He 
parleyed a little, but was compelled to give 
in. Then he asked the detective to take him

The detective 
finally agreed to do so, and at Coffey’s home 
he made every attempt to secure a razor 
and begged the captain to allow his wife 
to shave him before he was taken away. 
But Detective Crim knew his man, and 
made his stay at his home as short as pos- 
sibie. When Coffey found that he was 
compelled to go to jail, he threatened the 
officer with all sorts and kinds of. quick re- 


venge. 

At Lule there was quite a rejoicing when 
the people saw Coffey a prisoner and Detec- 
tive Crim was quite a hero. Coffey tried 
every way in the world to excite the few 
friends he had around him to rescue, but 
they were either afraid or unwilling to try 
it, and when the train came along, about 
dark, Detective Crim pushed his man aboard 
and brought him to Gainesville where he 
was jailed and where he will remain until 
his trial comes up. 

“It was,” said Captain Crim, “about the 
toughest piece of work I ever undertook. I 
didn’t know how many friends there were 
about, and what minute they might under- 
take his release. I knew, too, that if they 
attempted it I was a gone fawn skin. He 
is one of the finest and most perfect speci- 
mens of humanity I ever saw and would 
make a warm fight for any one. He is one 
of the most desperate men in that section 
of the country and cares no more for a 
man’s life than he does for the life of a 
stray dog. No one who crosses his path 
has any cinch on the next breath. . The 
people up tuere were the most relieved lot 
I ever saw when they saw Coffey with the 
handcuffs on. They have, from what they 
tell me, evidence ag complete and perfect as 
is needed in any case. He made every ef- 
fort after I had put the cuffs on to get them 
off for just a second and resorted to all 
kinds of pleas and excuses. But I knew my 
man and took no chances on him.”
